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SUB J : U.S. EVACUATION OF PORTUGUESE REFUGEES FROM ANGOLA 

1. IN REVIEWING WITH MAJOR ANTONIO CALDAS PRIORITIES FOR AIR 
LIFT OF REFUGEES, HE INFORMED US THAT MOST URGENT REQUIREMENT 
WAS TO GET FOUR 707S OPERATING BETWEEN NOVA LISBOA AND LISBON, 
AND ALSO TWO 747'S BETWEEN LUANDA AND LISBON. THESE SERVICES 
SHOULD BE EXPANDED AFTER THREE WEEKS TO MAXIMUM OF EIGHT 707S 
FROM NOVA LISBOA AND FOUR 747'S FROM LUANDA. FIGURES ARE IN 
ADDITION TO ALL THAT IS BEING DONE BY TAP AND GOP CONTACT. 

2. HE CONFIRMED THAT VC-10 WAS BEING MADE AVAILABLE FROM BRITIAN 
AND A 707 FROM FRANCE PRESUMABLY BOTH TO FLY OUT OF NOVA LISBOA. 
AS YET, HE SAID THERE HAD BEEN NO RESPONSE FROM THE SOVIET UNION. 

3. HE REAFFIRMED URGENCY OF BEGINNING IMMEDIATELY BUT REQUIRED 
48 HOURS ADVANCE NOTICE OF ARRIVAL OF ANY AIRCRAFT IN ORDER TO 
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COORDINATE GROUND EFFORTS IN NOVA LISBOA, LUANDA, AND LISBON. IN 
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SEPARATE DISCUSSIONS WITH RECENTLY ARRIVED PORTUGUESE REFUGEES 
NOVA LISBOA (BEING REPORTED SEPTEL), WE HAVE RECEIVED FROM 
CONFIRMATION OF EXTREME HARDSHIP OF GROWING NUMBERS OF 
REFUGEES IN THAT CITY. 

4. MAJOR CALDAS ALSO LEFT LIST OF OTHER ITENS NEEDED FOR THE 
REFUGEES AFTER THEIR ARRIVAL IN LISBON. WE STATED, HOWEVER, THAT 
FOR THE MOMENT WE WRE ONLY DISCUSSING TRANSPORTATION OF THE
